tion employment and wages,

course, I understand very well that 
you could not do that very well with- 
out stepping on somebody's toec. .So 
w* will let It go at that. 


In my opinion there Is no other 


problem which I* ot such vital im- 
portance to every one of us and if 
w* do not find a way very won tor 
a better distribution of tb* enormous 
wealth which we are capable of pro- 
ducing and which is so essential for 
our life comfort and happiness th«r« 
can be no security for any of ui 
should we fall to flnd a remedy, u 
1* my opinion that we are headed, for 
anarchy and chaos.

In a telegram to William P. Capes,

The Governor'* telegram follows:
